News, dated February 12, 1893, the 


first weekly newspaper published in, 
this city, was also shown. A few of 
the local items printed in it are as 
follows: “W. J. Martin sold three 
lots this week. The employes of the 
pottery are arriving. Work on the 
west shore road will soon be started. 
The city will soon have an efficient 
fire department. The officers of the 
Mutual Protective Association will all 
be property owners. Business at the 
point has been very good for the last 
week. The demand for refrigerated 
meat is increasing, and some of the 
departments are hard pushed to fill all 
orders for prepared meats.” 

Among the advertisements are those 
of J. Eikerenkotter, M. F. Healy, pre¬ 
sent residents of this city, and Geo. 
Kneese, father of City Marshal H. W. 
Kneese and City Engineer Geo. A. 
Kneese, who now lives in San Fran¬ 
cisco. All the other business men 
who advertised in The News at that 
time have either died or live in other 
places. 

During the evening a splendid col¬ 
lation was served. The party lasted 
until midnight when the guests left 
for their homes after wishing the host 
and hostess many happy returns of 
the day.

Mayor Rolph again called attention 
Tuesday to the necessity for the im¬ 
provement of outlying streets, a mat¬ 
ter which he reported to the San 
Francisco supervisors on Monday. 

Those he mentioned as needing im¬ 
mediate inspection bv the City Engi¬ 
neer and the Works Board include: 

Ocean avenue from Mission road to 
Sloal boulevard; Silver and Cortland 
avenues from Mission road to San 
Bruno avenue; Fifteenth avenue south 
from San Bruno to the county line; 
Corbett avenue from Seventeenth 
street to Sloat boulevard; View avenue 
from Diamond street to Corbett ave¬ 
nue; Point Lobos avenue from Tenth 
avenue to the Cliff House; San Bruno 
avenue from Army street to Railroad 
avenue; Locksley avenue and the road 
leading from Corbett avenue to the 
Relief Home, known as the Alms¬ 
house road; Army street from Railroad 
avenue to San Bruno avenue.

NOTICE OF APPLICATION 


To the Board of Trustees of the City 
of South San Francisco, County of 
San Mateo, State of California, for 
the Grant of a Right, Privilege or 
Franchise, and of the Intention of 
Said Board to Grant the Same. 


Notice is hereby given that on the .jrel day 
of February, 191.?, the South San Francisco 
Railroad and Power Company, a corporation 
organized and existing under and by virtue 
of the laws of the State of California, made 
written application to the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco for the 
grant of a certain right, privilege or fran¬ 
chise upon the terms and conditions set forth 
in a draft ordinance a true copy of which is 
in the words and figures following to-wit: 

An ordinance granting to .. 

. the right to 

construct, maintain and operate a single or 
double track, standard gauge railroad in the 
City of South San Francisco, County of San 
Mateo, State of California, together v ith 
the necessary curves, side-tracks, switches, 
cross-overs and turn-outs, over and along t:ie 
following streets: Commencing on Walker 

Avenue at the gates of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Stock Yards and continuing thence on 
Walker Avenue westerly to the beginning of 
Swift Avenue; thence westerly along Swift 
Avenue to the beginning of Grand Avenue; 
thence westerly along Grand Avenue to the 
west line of Chestnut Avenue. 

Whereas, all matters, acts and things prece¬ 
dent to the granting of the franchise herein¬ 
after set forth have heretofore happened, been 
done and performed in due form of law, 

The Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco do ordain as follows: 

Section x. That there is hereby granted to 
the 

subject to all the terms and conditions here¬ 
inafter made and expressed, the right, privi¬ 
lege and franchise of conducting, maintaining 
and operating for a period of fifty (50) years 
from and after the date on which this ordin¬ 
ance shall become effective, a single or double 
track railroad of standard gauge, except as 
herein stated, together with the necessary 
curves, poles, wires, appliances and appurten¬ 
ances, and the right, privilege and permission 
to pass with, operate and run cars thereon 
for the carriage and transportation of passen¬ 
gers for hire, propelled and operated by elec¬ 
tricity, gasoline, or any other lawful motivt 
power except steam, horses or mules, with all 
overhead and underground wires, and other 
electrical and mechanical appliances, except 
what is generally known and called tile “Third 
Rail System,” switches, side-tracks, spur 
tracks and equipment for the same, and the 
right, privilege and permission to excavate 
and remove such portions of the streets, al¬ 
leys and other places in said City of South 
San Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary prop¬ 
erly to construct said railroad, and to erect 
all needful apparatus and other appliances 
properly and fully to equip, operate and run 
its said railroad over, along and upon the 
following streets in said City of South San 
Francisco, County of San Mateo, State of 
California, as follows, to-wit: Commencing 
on Walker Avenue at the gates of the South 
San Francisco Stock Yards and continuing 
thence on Walker Avenue westerly to the be¬ 
ginning of Swift Avenue; thence westerly 
along Swift Avenue to the beginning of Grand 
Avenue; thence westerly along Grand Avenue 
to the west line of Chestnut Avenue; pro¬ 
vided, however, that a double track railroad 
shall be constructed over that portion of the 
route commencing at a point where the tracks 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
cross Grand Avenue; thence westerly along 
Grand Avenue to the westerly line of Spruce 
Avenue. 

Section 2. The foregoing franchise, grants, 
privileges and permissions are made upon the 
following conditions, to be strictly complied 
with by said grantee, its successors and as¬ 
signs, to-wit: 

The track shall be laid to conform to the 
established grade wherever grades have been 
established, and in other cases on the natural 
grade of the street. In the construction of 
switches and sidetracks, or a double track, 
thi' tracks must have space between them suf¬ 
ficient to allow cars to pass each other at a 
distance of not. less than two feet. The 
tracks must not be more than five (5) feet 
wide within the rails. Said railroad shall he 
constructed as nearly as possible in the mid¬ 
dle of each of said streets and highways, but 
with the right to convert any single track 
railroad constructed hereunder into a double 
track railroad of like character, whenever, in 
the opinion of said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, public convenience shall require such 
change; provided, however, that when such 
change from single track to double track is 
made the track must conform to the lines of 
tiie streets and highways, and be placed at an 
1 tal distance from the center line thereof. 

Section 3. Said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco reserves the right to alter or change the 
y d" 01 streets, to pave and repave and 
otherwise improve the streets without 
ha ing to pay the cost of re- 
adilisting the railway tracks to the require- 
r .nts of the new improvements. Said city 
?!“•> reserves the right to construct sewers, 
lay water or gas mains, and establish, remove 
or readjust any other fixtures of a public 
nature in. under or over the streets without 
being liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, shall at its own expense pave or re¬ 
pave, macadamize or re-macadamize, grade or 
regrade the entire length of said streets used 
by its tracks, between the rails thereof, and 
between the tracks when sidings or two tracks 
are laid, for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of each track, with the 
same material as may be used for such pur¬ 
poses by the City of South San Francisco, 
except, however, that within each track and 
for a distance of at least six (6) inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or mold¬ 
ed brick may be used, and under the sam* 
supervision and specifications and in the same 
manner as upon the avenues or streets over 
which said railroad runs, or the tracks thereof 
are laid, and shall keep the same constantly 
in good repair and flush with the surface of 
said streets. 

In the event that said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall exercise the right and privi¬ 
lege herein granted to construct a double track 
railroad after any paving or repaving, macad¬ 
amizing or remacadatnizing, has been done 
along and upon said streets, by or under the 
direction and supervision of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San Francisco, 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
make reimbursement in the manner following, 
to-wit: If the cost of said improvement has 

been assessed upon the lands abutting on each 
side of any of said streets, reimbursement 
shall be made to the owners of said lands. 
( ) ih'- ha I f of the whole amount of such reim¬ 
bursement shall be distributed among the 
owners of said lands abutting on either side 
of said avenues or streets, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that said 
work of improvement shall have been paid 
for out of tlte treasury of the City of South 
San Francisco, such reimbursement shall be 
made to said city. Such reimbursement shall 
be made for the entire length of said paving 
or repaving, macadamizing or nmacadamizing, 
between the rails of said additional or second 
track and for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of said track and for any 
additional distance between the tracks then on 
said avenues or streets. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any dis¬ 
tance along said railroad within the corporate 
limits of said City of South San Francisco, 
or between any point on said railroad as now 
operated and Holy Cross Cemetery, shall be 
five (5) cents for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used as elec¬ 
tric conductors shall be hung from cross-wires, 
properly insulated, and shall not be less than 
eighteen (18) feet, measured vertically, from 
the surface of the street, and shall be sup¬ 
ported by double lines of poles, one on each 
side of the street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of this 
ordinance, its successors or assigns, shall cut 
into or displace any of the streets or other 


places in the City of South San Francisco 
hereinbefore-named, for the purpose of con¬ 
structing its said railroad, or for purpose of 
making any repairs thereto or to the equipment 
thereof, it shall restore all such streets or 
other places to their former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction shall be 
used for the equipment of said road, and all 
cars to be used shall be of improved pattern 
and construction for the comfort and con¬ 
venience of passengers, and shall be kept in 
good repair, and provided with sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well as with 
proper lights and signal devices. Every 
single car, or, in case of a train, every motor 
used on said railroad, shall be fitted with 
suitable fenders or appliances ptaced in front 
of such car or motor, for the purpose of rb- 
moving and clearing obstructions fiom the 
track and preventing any obstacles, obstruc¬ 
tions or persons on the track from getting 
under the car or motor, and for removing the 
same out of danger or out of the way of such 
car or motor. 

Section 9. This franchise shall be deemed 
to contain all the conditions now required by 
law, in addition to those enumerated herein. 

Section 10. The grantee of this franchise, 
its successors or assigns, shall reconstruct such 
portion of its railroad existing at the date of 
this franchise upon the streets herein named, 
wherever and whenever the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco shall de¬ 
termine to order the laying and construction 
of any pavement. Such work of reconstruc¬ 
tion shall be thereafter faithfully prosecuted 
and actively pursued and carried forward to 
completion within such period of time as may 
be reasonably limited for the completion of 
the work of paving herein contemplated. If 
the said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
fail to comply with the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion, unless an extension of time is granted 
by said Board of Trustees, this franchise shall 
immediately cease and determine. 

Section 11. The grantee of this franchise 
shall, upon the determination of the fact that 
it is the successful bidder, file a bond running 


which this franchise is granted, pay to said 
City of South San Francisco two (2) per 
cent of the gross annual receipts arising from 
the use, operation or possession of the right, 
privilege or franchise granted in section 1, of 
this ordinance; provided, however, that no 
percentage shall be paid for the first five (5) 
years succeeding the date of said franchise, 
but thereafter such percentage shall be paid 
annually on the first day of May. 

Section 15. The railway tracks which have 
been laid down and are now being laid, and 
are now being operated, by said South San 
Francisco Railroad and Power Company upon 
any of the streets herein set forth shall be 
taken, considered and accepted as having been 
laid down under and by virtue of the rights 
herein granted as having been so laid down 
and constructed in strict compliance with the 
provisions of this ordinance and the laws of 
the State of California; provided, however, 
that nothing herein shall be deemed to con¬ 
flict with the provisions of Section ten (10) 
hereof. 

Section 16. In the event that any other 
street railway line shall be built through the 
City of South San Francisco during the con¬ 
tinuance of the franchise herein granted, said 
grantee, its successors and assigns, shall enter 
into such agreement or agreements with the 
grantee of any franchise for such other line 
for the-exchange of transfers as shall be fair 
and equitable, having regard to conditions 
which shall exist at such time. 

Section 17. A book of tickets for the trans¬ 
portation of pupils under the age of sixteen 
years in going to and from public schools 
shall be sold for fifty (50) cents, each book 
to contain twenty (20) tickets and shall be 
received by said grantee on its street railroad 
between the hours of 8 a. m. and 5 p. m.

“Live Questions for Debate” is a lit¬ 
tle pamphlet just issued by the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
for the purpose of helping the high 
schools and the upper grammar 
schools in the practice of public speak¬ 
ing. 

In these days of crowding many 
things into the schools, oral expres¬ 
sion is in danger of becoming a lost 
art. The children write more than 
ever before and silently read more than 
ever before, but they do not practice 
“reading out loud” as of yore. Teach¬ 
ers and pupils are often murmurers, 
mumblers, instead of clear and dis¬ 
tinct readers. Obscure and inaudible 
speech is far too common. To speak 
up roundly so that the people can 
hear and understand, is a valuable ac¬ 
complishment foranyone. The schools 
may well pay some special attention 
to the matter. Home of the energy 
and enthusiasm for athletics might 
b. diverted into the channel of school 
debating, with profit to everyone con¬ 
cerned. 

The young people that we are send¬ 
ing out to battle can no longer use the 
cross bow or the long spear, not even 
the short sword or the rifle.- Yet they 
must fight against the wrong and de¬ 
fend the right and take care of them¬ 
selves and protect those who depend 
upon them. And their real weapons 
are just words. They are to tie citizens 
in a government of the people. They 
must meet with their fellows, they 
must decide public questions, they 
must express their 'thoughts, their 
intentions. They must use Words, 
iheii prosperity and power depend 
upon how they use them.

topics for debate, sample outlines for 
argument, suggestions for forming 
and conducting school debates and a 
simple introduction to parliamentary 
usages.

Realize that the fire depart¬ 
ment is ready at all times to re¬ 
spond to fires within thirty sec¬ 
onds after any alarm is sent 
in; that delay in sending in an 
alarm is responsible for nearly 
every large fire that occurs in 
every city; that with snow on J | 
the ground and a two mile run 
up the hill the department must 
be notified quickly to be of any 
service. The most efficient serv¬ 
ice is rendered if the depart¬ 
ment arrives within three min¬ 
utes after the fire breaks out. 
Finally, help the fire prevention 
movement by assisting the fire 
department in preventing fire, 
and should a fire occur send in 
an alarm quickly.

A house 1,000 miles long, which will 
be the home of 1,000,000 people, with 
street car service in the basement, and 
a boulevard on the i-Oof, is the start- 
I ling prophecy of Edgar Chambless, 
who has come to San Francisco from 
New York, to interest the exposition 
authorities in his pet project—Road- 
town. 

The Young Women’s Christian As¬ 
sociation of San Francisco will open 
a cooking school under the direction 
of Mrs. Mildred N. Fenton. The asso¬ 
ciation took this step as it realized 
the need of a practical school where 
cooking, the chemistry of food and 
cooking, marketing and the making of 
menus could be taught. 

Fifty of the leading deciduous fruit 
growers of the Alta district met at 
Dinuba to take the first steps toward 
the organization of a co-operative sell¬ 
ing agency to handle cured fruits. It 
is their hope that some organization 
can be devised, on the general lines of 
the Citrus Fruit Exchange, the chief 
purposes of which will be to control 
distribution. 

Resenting the use of the name “Goat 
Island,” for the rock-ribbed hill in San 
Francisco Bay, the Civic League ot 
Improvement Clubs of San Francisco 
has written to the State Superintend¬ 
ent of Public Instruction, asking that 
the title of “Yerba Buena” be given 
the island in geagraphies. The Super¬ 
intendent says that the request will be 
granted when next the State publishes 
a geography for the schools. 

Because of the discovery of promis¬ 
cuous “spooning” inside the Los An¬ 
geles county jail, an order was issued 
recently by Jailer George Gallagher, 
barring all women visitors, except the 
wives of prisoners, or close relatives. 
Gallagher’s edict was the outgrowth 
of a recent incident in which a mem¬ 
ber of a religious organization, which 
ministers to the spiritual needs of 
the prisoners each Sunday, kissed a 
jail “trusty." 

Marshall Black, former State Sena 
tor In the Twenty-Eighth District, was 
taken to San Quentin Prison Tuesday 
to serve terms aggregating 10 years 
for embezzlement from the funds of 
the Palo Alto Mutual Building & Loan 
Association. While in prison, Black 
will take up the study of modern lan 
guages through the correspondence 
courses of the University of Chicago 
if the privilege is allowed by the 
prison authorities. 

For the dual purpose of helping 
working mothers and of teaching pub¬ 
lic school children domestic responsi¬ 
bilities, officials of the Los Angeles 
School Board gave notice that nurser¬ 
ies would be established at the vari- 
our schools. Mothers who are com¬ 
pelled to work for a living may hence¬ 
forth depend upon public school stu¬ 
dents to care for their children dur¬ 
ing working hours, the little ones re¬ 
ceiving the benefit of kindergarten 
training. 

San Mateo’s water front is now a 
scene of great activity. Property own¬ 
ers and the municipalities of San Ma¬ 
teo, Burlingame and Hillsboro, are 
spending $20,000 in reclaiming marsh 
land, so as to do away with the mo¬ 
squito pest, which was such a menace 
to the community last. year. The three 
municipalities are providing a special 
fund for oiling and draining and ex 
terminating the fresh-water mosquit¬ 
oes. Prof. Woodworth of the Univer-! 
sity of California, has been retained to 
assist in this work. 

Only thirty cars of oranges and 
lemons, out of the enormous numbei j 
shipped East and North since the! 
freeze in the citrus belt, have been | 
condemned, according to reports 
reaching the Los Angeles Fruit Grow¬ 
ers’ Exchange. Each of these in- | 
stances the condemnation was for 
“dryness,” and not unwholesomeness. 
Under a recent ruling of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, dryness is not 
recognized as a cause for condemning 
fruit. The greatest number of con¬ 
demnations came from Portland, Seat¬ 
tle and Memphis. 

Students in the San Jose High 
School are no longer to rush helter- 
skelter through the course with no 
knowledge of what they are best fit¬ 
ted for and no training along any 
special lines. Special attention will 
be given each pupil, and an effort 
made to direct his studies along lines 
which will help him in the career 
which is laid out for him. Social con¬ 
ditions, overcrowding of professions 
and the aptitude of the pupil for the j 
life work he wants to do will be con¬ 
siderations taken into account by the 
faculty in directing the work. The 
course will be officially added to the 
curriculum as the life career study, 
and the faculty hopes to be able to 
direct a large percentage of the pu¬ 
pils into professions in life for which 
they are suited. • « 

Fully recovered from his recent ill¬ 
ness, former Senator William A. Clark 


was aoie to attend the dedication of 
the Mary Andrews Clark Home, In 
Los Angeles, which he built there for 
working girls, in memory of his 
mother. The home cost approximate¬ 
ly $250,000, and is intended to shelter 
young women who work for wages 
ranging from $5 to $10 a week. Board 
and lodging at the home will average 
$4 a week, and in addition to having 
individual rooms, the girls will have 
the free use of sewing machines and 
the laundries. Under the deed of gift 
by which Senator Clark gave the in¬ 
stitution to the Young Women’s Christ¬ 
ian Association, the home must be 
self-sustaining, The home, which is 
said to be the only one of its kind 
in the United States, has a large lib¬ 
rary, a gymnasium, and tennis, hand¬ 
ball and basketball courts.

COMING ABOARD IN STATE. 

Jack Was Sublimely Happy In His Role 
of Admiral. 

Rear Admiral W. H. Brownson told 
with much amusement an incident of 
his last year of sea duty, when the 
squadron of armored cruisers of which 
he was in command was in the Medi¬ 
terranean. At the Piraeus, the port of 
Athens, shore liberty was given to all 
the crews. 

The most common piece of money in 
Greece is the drachma. It is of the 
value of the French franc or the Ital¬ 
ian lira, but it is almost always of pa¬ 
per, like the old wartime “shinpluster.” 
The scrip circulates extensively, of 
course, and remains in use until it ac¬ 
cumulates an almost incredible amount 
of dirt Nowhere else in the world can 
there be found anything in the way of 
money so uninviting as an old, greasy, 
germ laden Grecian drachma. 

The morning before the ships were 
to sail away a typical old “salt,” one 
of the few remaining man-of-war’s 
men of the old days, found himself at I 
the landing at Phaleron bay about a ■ 
half hour late for his ship’s boat. He j 
had enjoyed Athens, no doubt, and was | 
in a happy mood. 

Hailing a native boatman who spoke i 
English, Jack asked him what he j 
would charge to take him off. “One 
drachma,” was the prompt reply. Jack 
ordered him to bring his boat to the 
landing and then began to search him¬ 
self for the price. He drew forth a 
one drachma note, filthy and dirty, and 
then another and another, till he held 
In his hands ten pieces of soiled paper 
money. 

He looked at the stuff with utter dis¬ 
gust, and then he ordered the native to 
call another boat. That ranged along¬ 
side, and then he ordered a third. The 
Greeks could not understand why he 
wanted more than one boat, but Jack 
kept on till he had ten of them in line. 

“Now,” he said, “shove off and head 
for the Maryland. Keep in single col¬ 
umn if you wnnt to get your money. 
I’ll bring up the rear to see that you 
do it right.” 

Away they went over a sea as 
smooth ns glass. Jack giving stento¬ 
rian orders now and then through his 
boatman, who Interpreted for the eth¬ 
ers. On nearing the Maryland, Jack 
took his position at the head of the 
column and as he stepped aboard the 
gangway was heard to say: 

“There! By George, I’ve been the 
admiral of a fleet for once! Here's 
your 10 drachmas for your ten boats. 
Take the dirty stuff. I’ve got no use for 
it. So long.”—Youth’s Companion.

FOR LAWMAKERS 

West Virginia Legislators Said 

to Have Sold Votes I 

— 

Four members of the House of Dele 
gates and one member of the Senate ol 
West Virginia were arrested a few 
days ago at a hotel in Charleston by 
Sheriff Bonner Hill, on charges of hav 
ing accepted money for their votes in 
the contest for United States Senator 

The accused men are: Representa 
tive U. S. G. Rhodes, Mingo county; 
Dr. R. F. Asbury, Putnam county; 
David E. Hill, Mason county; Rath 
Duff, Jackson county, and Senator B 
A. Smith. Public Prosecutor Thomas 
C. Townsend was present when the 
arrests were made, and the men were 
taken at once before a Justice of the 
Peace where each waived a hearing 
and was held in $5,000 bonds. 

It is alleged that marked money was 
found in the pockets of the legislators 
when they were arrested. 

According to Prosecutor Townsend 
Rhodes is alleged to have made the 
assertion recently that for something 
over $50,000 he could change six votes 
in the two houses. After hearing oi 
this reported statement, Prosecutoi 
Townsend is said to have secured the 
services of several private detectives, 
who were in close touch with the sen¬ 
atorial situation. 

Although details of the work of the 
detectives were not made public, it is 
alleged that a plan was discovered 
whereby a change in the senatorial 
vote was to have been made. It is 
said ti.at the plan was to change a 
vote or two the first day and gradu- I 
ally follow with other changes until I 
the necessary votes had been secured. 
It is said that a trap was laid by 
the prosecutor and that arrangements 
were made to have the money foi 
votes paid over. 

It is alleged that the men were sum¬ 
moned to the hotel and that while 
Prosecutor Townsend and Sheriff Hill 
watched from an adjoining room, $20, 
000 in marked bills were handed tc 
them. The arrests were made immed¬ 
iately afterward. 

The city is filled with rumors con 
cerning the sensational step of the 
prosecutor.

TURKEY AGAIN 

jEEKS PEACE 

Proposals Said to Have Been 
Made to Powers 

It is becoming increasingly evident 
that Turkey is taking steps to resume 
the peace negotiations, although it is 
possible that no direct action will be 
taken until some decisive result in 
the fighting in the Gallipoli peninsula 
has been achieved. It is understood 
that Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish Em¬ 
bassador, has had several interviews 
with the British Foreign Secretary re 
cently and that Rechad Pasha, head 
of the first peace delegation, has been 
ordered to remain in London. Hakki 
Pasha will consult with th Hilmi Pasha 
and Count Von Bererthold, the Aus- 
train Foreign Minister at Vienna, be¬ 
fore coming to London. 

Another effort on the part of the 
Porte to raise a small loan in Paris 
has failed, owing to the refusal oi 
the French Government to open the 
Paris market. 

Official accounts of the fighting is 
sued at Sofia and Constantinople are 
very conflicting, but it is certain that 
the Turkish arms have again met seri 
ous reverses, although Adrianople and 
Scutari still are holding out. 

The hopelessness of achieving any 
success in an offensive movement, 
combined with a lack of money, ap 
pears to have decided the Porte again 
to appeal to the powers to intervene 
in favor of peace, and this probably 
has been the subject of Tewfik Pasha’s 
communication with Sir Edward Grey. 

More detailed accounts of the Bulaii 
battle show that it was a complete 
disaster for the Turks, 2,500 of whom 
were huried by the Bulgarians. An¬ 
other 3,000 Turkish dead were left ly¬ 
ing scattered over the battle field. Ac¬ 
cording to reports, nearly 10,000 Turks 
were wounded. 

FARMERS FAVORED 
BY BOARD ACTION 

The State Board of Prison Directors 
assembled at San Quentin Pentiten- 
tiary in executive session last week 
and ruled that after 3,500,000 grain 
sacks have been sold each year no 
individual will be allowed to pur¬ 
chase more than 5000 sacks. 

The annual capacity of the institu¬ 
tion is 4,500,000 sacks, and since the 
first of this year 2,500,000 have already 
been disposed of, owing to an accumu¬ 
lation of orders, some of which date 
back several months. 

This ruling, which goes into effect 
at once, will enable the buyers of 
small consignments to secure the 
same low prices which are enjoyed 
by the larger concerns who purchase 
llheir saoks from the pentitentiary 
authorities. 

indications or a dry year have forced 
the prune marl t. up from a quarter 
to three-quarters of a cent in the past 
week, according to reports at the 
weekly meeting of the San Jose 
Grange when it was announced that 
the packers have offered a 3%c basis 
for prunes of the sixty grade and 4c 
for fruit of the fifty size. Record break¬ 
ing crops of two years past- and the 
light rainfall to date with predictions 
of a dry year, the grangers said, are 
indications that the prune yield, as 
well as other fruits, will be light in 
1913. There are about $1,0000,000 
worth of prunes still in warehouses \n 
Santa Clara county.

HOW TO START A 
HOUSING REFORM 


The Danger That Springs From 
Ignorant Living. 

ITS PREVENTION AND CURE. 


Work Must Proceed Along Throe Lines 

—First, Construction of New Houses; 

Second, Demolition of Old Houses; 

Third, Proper Maintenance. 

Bad housing consists in houses that 
are poorly lighted, unventilated, damp, 
Imperfectly drained, exposed to undue 
ttre peril, in bad repair, vermin infest¬ 
ed, disease infected, with uncleanly 
surroundings, with insufficient water 
supply, without toilet accommodations 
adequate for comfort, cleanliness and 
privacy; with defective plumbing, 
with overcrowded rooms and with cel¬ 
lar tenements. 

Such houses are “dangerous to moral 
and physical health, social and per¬ 
sonal,” and increase Industrial ineffi¬ 
ciency, inebriety, dependence, poverty, 
disease, death, juvenile delinquency, 
debased citizenship, vice and crime, 
degeneracy of race. 

The prevention and cure of bad hous¬ 
ing conditions must pm eed along three 
lines: 

First.—Every new dwelling and tene¬ 
ment must be constructed so as to 
afford suitable living accommodations. 

Second.—Every old house not now fit 
for habitation must either be demolish 
ed or improved so as to be lit. 

Third.—All habitations, new and old, 
must he maintained in good repair and 
sanitary condition. 

Standards for new houses depend 
upon the application of physical laws 
and hygienic principles. Standards for 
window design and courts upon which 
windows open depend upon the physi¬ 
cal laws which govern the transmis¬ 
sion and absorption of light and our 
observation of the actual illumination 
produced. 

The time has come when provisions 
now in effect with respect to tenements 
should he applied also to habitable 
rooms in other classes of buildings. 
The health officer should be able to 
demonstrate the advantages which re¬ 
sult from standards of (his nature. lie 
may be sure that no effort in housing 
advance is so sure of lasting reward 
as the successful expression of worthy 
standards in new habitations.

: stables, dwellings in disreputable disre¬ 
pair, “shame stained and bearing the 
nauseous odors of decay,’’ deface our 
cities to an unnecessary extent. The 
health authorities who realize the 
nuisances that must result from the ex¬ 
istence of such structures may and 
must take the initiative in community 
movement for their destruction. 

The improvement of a house \mflt for 
habitation mainly consists in struc¬ 
tural changes In the building and its 
plumbing and drainage equipment. 
Such changes will often be resisted by 
the owner. To enforce laws against 
such opposition the converging efforts 
of building, legal and health authorities 
are required. 

The co-operation of health officials is 
required in the keeping of both old and 
new houses fit for habitation. Their 
function is the practice of practical 
sanitation and instruction to tenant, 
owner and agent. This means tactful, 
tireless enforcement of laws which 
prohibit overcrowding, unclean accu¬ 
mulations, the presence of horsqp, pigs 
and goats, the occupation of unfit cel¬ 
lars and attics as well as the affirma¬ 
tive requirements that the house and 
appurtenances, especially plumbing and 
drainage, shall be kept clean and In 
good repair. The means for accom¬ 
plishing these resultB consist In an ade¬ 
quate inspection service acting upon its 
own initiative as well as upon com¬ 
plaints. a sufficient office force and an

STREET TREE PRUNING. 


A Few Hints For This Important Part 
of Maintenance Work. 

The work of pruning should lie be¬ 
gun at the top,of the tree and com¬ 
pleted at the bottom. In tills way the 
desired form can be better secured, 
and there Is less danger of accident. 

The men employed should be careful 
not to do more duniugo by breaking 
and bruising than they do good by 
pruning. A rope properly adjusted 
about the waist and fastened to a 
stout limb above the workman is an 
excellent means of sustaining the prin¬ 
cipal weight of the body while moving 
about through the tree. The form and 
direction of the cut when removing 
branches depend upon the position of 
the branch on the tree and upon 
whether It is to he simply shortened 
or entirely removed. 

Erect branches are shortened by cut¬ 
ting them at an angle, thus preventing 
the undue entrance of water, while 
side branches are cut perpendicularly 
for the same reason.

establishment of such a bureau in one 
of the districts of Baris. 

The plan Is to conduct the bureau on 
very democratic lines, to have it eon 
trolled by a commission composed of 
the workmen and employers and pre¬ 
sided over by a man of special qualifi¬ 
cations.

Contagious Diseases. 

To tbo mothers who must nurse their 
children through contagious disease 
there are some suggestions worth re¬ 
membering. Th’e very fact that trained 
nurses receive higher salaries when in 
charge of contagious patients ernpha 
sizes the point that there Is risk and 
also requires a special kind of care. 

in any disease of this kind isolation 
is necessary. Not only must the pa¬ 
tient be considered, but the members 
of the family must be protected. Only 
the doctor and the nurse should be al¬ 
lowed In the sick room. 

The room should preferably be at the 
top of the house, where others need not 
pass, and where the danger to ad 
joining rooms will be small. It should 
be well ventilated. Sunlight and fresh 
air are nuture's Important aids that 
should never be overlooked. Hang in 
the doorway of the sickroom a sheet 
moistened with a good disinfectant so 
lutiou. Chloride of lime is cheap and 
excellent. 

All secretions should be burned. I’n 
tients should expectorate In small 
pieces of cloth or paper, which should 
be burned. Never, under any circum 
stances, should handkerchiefs be used 
and washed with the family’s laundry. 
The risk to the laundress and the other 
members of the house is unnecessary. 
The water, sponge, etc., In which the 
patient Is bathed should be disinfected 
before throwing down the main drain¬ 
pipes. Germs have a linhlt of lurking 
in drains and sewers. Water will not 
wash them away nor drown them. 

Chloride of lime or a 5 per cent 
solution of carbolic acid will answer 
all purposes. Red linen, night clothes, 
etc., should be placed In this and then 
thoroughly boiled and dried out in the 
euu and fresh air 

The nurse, whether trained or the 
home nurse, should keep up her own 
fighting strength. The proper care of 
herself Is necessary. Sufficient rest, 
fresh air and nourishing food should 
be supplied. If possible a regular ex¬ 
ercise in the open air In a complete 
change of clothes should be taken. 

Since the isolation is one of the most 
trying of experiences to children 
amusement should be varied. Cheap 
toys, books and games should be sup¬ 
plied. They must he burned when the 
little one has recovered, but they will 
greatly contribute to the passing of the 
time and will give a cheerful mental 
eondltlou. necessary to the recovery. 

After the patient has recovered there 
should he thorough disinfection of the 
room and all things In it. A sulphur 
candle, a formaldehyde lamp or any of 
the mechanical sprayers of solutions 
for the purpose should be used. The 
room must be thoroughly nlred. the 
door sealed with wrapping paper and 
the disinfectants allowed to do the 
work for a week at lenst. In the large 
cities a request filed at the bureau of 
health will bring free disinfection by 
experts. It is compulsory, but It can 
be given after any sickness.

HUNDREDS FALL IN j 
CITY OF MEXICO 

Insurgents Declare They Will 
Battle to the Last Ditch 

A pitched battle was fought on Feb¬ 
ruary 11 jimong the skyscrapers and 
homes of one of the great cities of 
the world between adherents of Presi- 
lent Francisco Madero and the revolu- 
;ionary forces of General Felix Diaz. 
Cannon roared in the streets of the 
densely populated city, and rifle bul¬ 
lets spattered against the walls that 
housed thousands of foreigners, as 
well as the countrymen of the com¬ 
batants. 

When darkness put an end to the 
battle, after seven hours, fighting, 
neither side appeared to have gained 
any marked advantage. Estimates of 
casualties run as high as 1000 , al¬ 
though accurate information cannot be 
obtained at this time. 

Three Americans are known to have 
suffered injuries by stray bullets. They 
are Lloyd Osborne, the author, who 
was shot in the thigh; Dr. R. H. Mc- 
Crosson, of Lincoln, Neb., and Mark 
Johnson, a negro, of Madison, Ill. 

Artillery played the chief part in 
the days fighting, but rifle fire was 
kept up continuously. 

The streets in which the fighting 
occurred present a dilapidated appear¬ 
ance. One of the buildings which suf¬ 
fered most, is that in which the Amer¬ 
ican Consulate-General was located 
and from which the Consul and his 
staff were forced to flee. 

Ambulances of the Red and White 
Cross were early seen whirling away 
from the Federal rear with loads of 
wounded, many of whom were citi¬ 
zens, including boys and women of 
the lower classes. 

Not even the imminence of battle 
was sufficient to keep many of the 
curious from exposing themselves. 

Others among the injured came from 
houses into which shells and bullets 
penetrated. An effort was made by 
many in the neighborhood of the ar 
senal to get out of the way, and in 
the early morning, groups of the poor 
people of that district, bearing blank 
ets, mattresses and bundles of cloth 
ing, sought places of safety. 

The homes of many well-to-do peo¬ 
ple were seized for strategical pur 
poses by both sides. 

President Madero was found by the 
Associated Press correspondent lean 
ing from the balcony of the palace. 
He was surrounded by friends and was 
chatting complacently, apparently in 
a most cheerful frame of mind. 

Scarcely four blocks separated the 
opposing heavy guns of the opposing 
forces, and the shells fell throughout 
the entire city. In no section were 
the inhabitants safe. Office buildings 
devoted until now to the battles of 
business, were turned into fortresses. 

That the President is determined to 
make this a finish fight is evident. I 
Diaz, who realizes that there will be 
no clemency in case of surrender, also j 
is determined to fight to the last ditch. 

The diplomats, by telephone, notified 
their countrymen when fighting ap j 
peared inevitable, to take care of 
themselves in the best way possible. 
Madero had refused, or had neglected 
to answer the note in which he was 
asked if he would be able to give 
protection to the foreign residents, 
and Diaz, in replying to a similar re- ' 
quest, had acknowledged frankly his 
inability to do so. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


The lower house of the Minnesota 
Legislature adopted a suffrage meas- i 
tire which gives to the male voters 
the right to determine whether wo¬ 
men shall have the right of the ballot. 

Sugar, formerly a luxury, has 
dropped down into a humble place 
among the articles of diet. In Chica¬ 
go it is selling at a fiat rate of 5 
cents a pound, while the loop grocer¬ 
ies are offering ten pounds at 4.7 cents 
a pound. 

Finishing deliberations which occu¬ 
pied forty hours, the jury in the case 
of the Unted States versus A. B. 
Hammond for the recovery of the 
value of timber cut on Government 
lands in Montana, brought in a verdict i 
against the defendant in the sum of 
$50,047. 

Already prices of accommodations 
in Washington for the inauguration 
are mounting by leaps and bounds. 
Suites at two of the principal Penn- 
sylvania-aveuue hotels, up which will 
march the inaugural parade, are be¬ 
ing contracted for at from $1400 to 
$1700 for one week. 

The State Senate of Nebraska has 
declared itself in favor of the bill to

prohibit the marriage of pnysically oi 
mentally unfit, and providing that be 
fore a license is granted a certificate 
of health must be produced. As orig 
inally drawn, the bill referred only 
to men. It was amended later to in¬ 
clude women. 

Realizing that she could not escape 
the wheels of an onrushing automo¬ 
bile which was aproaching her, Mrs. 
Harry C. Langemo, 24 years old, of 
Milwaukee, threw her eighteen 
months’ old baby to the curbing of a 
downtown street and was herseli 
crushed beneath the machine. She 
was fatally injured, but her child was 
saved. 

Accompanied by his wife, who is 
hurrying to Paris to have an operation 
performed for appendicitis, Paonaso 
D’Opornello, the South American mil¬ 
lionaire, arrived in New York on the 
steamship Almirante from Colon. He 
said he wanted the operation on his 
wife performed by a specialist in 
Paris, and that it would cost about 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Professor Thomas J. Preston, who 
February 10th, at Princeton, N. J. 
married Mrs. Grover Cleveland, will 
leave with his bride for Ormond, Fla. 
where they will spend a honeymoon 
of several weeks. They are expected 
back in Princeton before Easter. The 
couple spent the day quietly at West 
land, the Cleveland estate, preparing 
for the journey. 

The Clayton resolution for a consti 
tutional amendment for a six-yeai 
single Presidential term, effective in 
1921, to exempt Taft, Wilson or Roose¬ 
velt from its operation, was put ovei 
to the next Congress by the House 
Judiciary Committee. This indicates 
that no action will be taken on the 
Works single term resolution already 
passed by the Senate. 

Mrs. Bessie Manhire was shot and 
killed at Butte, Mont., by her three- 
year-old son, Joseph. The boy had se 
cured an automatic revolver from his 
father’s trunk, and, unknown to his 
mother, got hold of several cartridges, 
which he slipped into the gun. The 
boy playfully pointed the weapon at 
his mother and pulled the trigger. The 
bullet passed through his mother's 
head. 

President Taft has began to make 
the White House ready for the occu 
pancy of Woodrow Wilson. Scores ol 
articles belonging to the President 
Mrs. Taft and their children have been 
taken from the White House attic and 
started on the way to New Haven. 
Much of the Taft furniture was col¬ 
lected while the President was Secre 
tary of War, and many articles were 
brought back from the Philippines. 

Mr. and Mrs. Finley J. Shepard 
(latter was Miss Helen Gould) are de¬ 
scribed in the London papers as the 
“multi - millionaire honeymooners.” 
They arrived quietly at the Ritz Hotel, 
London, from Plymouth, vainly hoping 
to escape the attentions of the report¬ 
ers. Telephone communication with 
their suit was cut off, and they an¬ 
nounced to the hotel clerks that they 
were seeing no journalists. Their 
plans are said to be quite uncertain. 

Extermination of the native popula¬ 
tion of Alaska within fifty or sixty 
years through the ravages of tubercu¬ 
losis and other diseases introduced by 
the white man, is predicted by Dr. 
Emil Krulish of the public health ser- 
vice. Dr. Krulish reported to the Fed¬ 
eral bureau of education of the inves¬ 
tigation he had just completed. He 
paints a dreary picture of the future 
for the native Alaskans unless steps 
are taken immediately to ameliorate 
their condition. 


ALL BRITAIN PAYS P 
TRIBUTES SCOTT 

Nation Quick to Take Steps to 
Aid Those Left Behind 

Captain Scott’s last records are re¬ 
garded as one of the most remarkable 
human documents ever given to the 
world. Some passages of the message 
which, the London Times says, are 
marked by the disciplined self-re¬ 
straint of the naval officer, have given 
rise to painful misgivings, which can 
only be confirmed or allayed when in¬ 
formation is available. 

Grief and pride in the simple nar¬ 
rative of high courage, endurance and 
sacrifice given in Captain Robert F. 
Scott’s farewell message to the world 
are close competitors for dominance 
in the feelings of the British public 
to-day. 

The closing words of Captain Scott’s 
epic were: 

“Had we lived I should have had a 
tale to tell of the hardihood, the en¬ 
durance and the courage of my com¬ 
panions which would have stirred the 
heart of every Englishman. These 
rough notes and our dead bodies must 
tell the tale. But surely, surely, a 
great and rich country lilte ours will 
see that those who are dependent upon 
us are properly provided for.” 

These words have had an electric 
effect. Steps are on foot already to 
respond to his appeal to the nation by 
assuring a comfortable future for those 
dependent on the men who, while 
awaiting certain death could still write 
they did not regret their journey. 
Captain Scott’s interest in the welfare 
of his men was emphasized by prac¬ 
tically the last business he transact¬ 
ed before he left to join the expedi¬ 
tion in New Zealand. This was the 
sale of his story. 

He declined to make any private 
profit from the transaction and decided 
that the total receipts should go to in¬ 
crease the financial reward of the men 
who had undertaken to share with him 
the dangers of the Antarctic region. 
It was therefore arranged that all 
sums realized from the story of the 
adventure should be distributed among 
the members of the crew as a surprise 
bonus on their return to England. Mrs. 
Scott is assured of a good pension 
from the British Government. 

Of the five explorers who perished, 
Captain Scott, Dr. Edward Wilson and 
Petty Officer E. Evans were married. 
Captain L. E. G. Oates and Lieutenant 
H. R. Bowers were single. 


PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


One of the first plans of any of the 
foreign exhibit palaces has been for¬ 
warded to the Panama-Pacific Inter¬ 
national Exposition by the Mexican 
Government. The photograph is that 
of the Palace of Ayuntamiento and 
School of Mines of Mexico City, 
which is is the intention of the Mexi¬ 
can Government to reproduce at the 
1915 exposition as the national exhibit, 
of Mexico. Upon the close of the ex¬ 
position, the building will be present¬ 
ed to the United States Government 
as the gift of the Mexican Republic. 

Word has been received by Colvin 
Brown, chief of domestic exploitation 
for the exposition company, calling 
for appropriations for participation 
in the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition have been introduced in 
the legislatures of Kansas and Wyo¬ 
ming. This brings the total of expo¬ 
sition bills introduced in the thirty- 
one new Legislatures now in session 
up to twenty. It is confidently ex¬ 
pected to have similar measures in¬ 
troduced in the remaining Legisla¬ 
tures within a short time. The Wyo¬ 
ming bill calls for an appropriation of 
$150,000, to be devoted to the erection 
of a State building and collection of a 
suitable exhibit. The bill will pciss 
through both houses immediately un¬ 
der the suspension of the rules. The 
bill introduced at Topeka called for a 
similar appropriation on the part of 
Kansas. A corps of field assistants 
are watching over the exposition 
measures in the various Legislatures 
for the exposition company, and 
everywhere the reports are most fav¬ 
orable for early action on pending 

leeislation
